The hour is soon at hand. however. when 
such methods and movements will come under a for- 
midable ban and cue to exiat even in the deepest 
shadows of the darkest valley. In the meantime 
don't he deceived or led from the path upon which you 
have entered if you have heen fortunate enough to 
trad the path.

REGARDING OUR AFFILIATIONS 


Referring to the matter presented in the last issue 
of the Triangle under the Pronunziamento No. 777. 
we wish ta soy that the K. M. G. R. (. has received 
tete communications from various parte of the 
world relating te the reconstruction of Jurisdictions of 
the Rastermmin Order decreed since the great war 
ended. From these communications we learn that 
oor Rosetten Order (in ita Latin name or tranala- 
teens) is orennized in the following countries: North 
America, South America and it« countries, Norway. 
Sweden, Denmark, Great Britain. Russia, Poland. Ger- 
mans. Austra, France, Switrerland, Spain and Portu- 
sul. Italy, Persin, Arabia. Egypt. Sicily. Malta, North 
st entries of Africa, South Africa, Gold Conat of 
Mien, Austeatin, New Zenland. Tasmania. South Sen 
-H, Japan, China and India. In such other coun- 


tries as Belgium and Holland, Turkey and the Balkan 
States, plans are not completed, while in Palestine the 
Order is about to announce its reorganization. 

We further: dence: shes the Jurisdiction of our Order 
here has been added to and that we are also empow- 
ered to act as representatives of certain English 
Lodges in other countries. But more important than 
this are the official papers of affiliation and fraternal 
relationship sent to us from many foreign centers and 
the honoring of our Imperator as an official of the 
highest Lodges of the Order in other countries. 


One other item may interest our members. A 
large and interesting document waa received during 
the month of August from a Sovereign Sanctum of 
Freemasonry abroad conferring upon our Imperator 
the highest Masonic degrees such an Honorary 334d 
and the 90th and Sth Degrees of the Ancient and 
Vrimitive Rites of Memphie and Mizraim (under a 
charter of authority issued hy John Yarker, 33rd, the 
eminent Masonic authority and historian and Sover- 
eien Grand Master General of England) whereby our 
Imperator is given the Masonic titles of Prince of 
Memphis (Egypt), Member of the Sovereign Tribunal 
and Defender of the Order: und Sovereign Patriarchal 
Grand Conservator of the Rites, Sublime Prince of the 
Magi. The Honorary 33rd Degree carries with it the 
title of Knight Grand Inspector General. The docu- 
ment further makes the Imperator an Honorary Mem- 
ber of the Sovercign Sanctuary of Switzerland, Aus- 
trian and Germany. These Masonic honors are con- 
ferred under the charter ond authority of Grand 
Orient of ancient Gaul and the Supreme Sanctuary of 
Great Britain. Also the Ordo Templi Orientia (Orien- 
tal Order of the Temple. Fraternity of the Hermetic 
Light). has conferred its high degrees upon our lin- 
perator with the tile of Most Illustrious Sir Knight 
and Fratre R. C., appointing our Supreme Lodge in 

this country as Gage of Amity for the Ordo Templi 
Orientis of Europe. 


Furthermore, the world council of the Rosicrucian 
Order, under ite official title (translated), “The Su- 
preme High Council of the Universe.” through ite 
Great White Collegium (Lodge), announces its forth- 
coming annual pronouncements, conferring upon our 
Order some hich henora and making all our high dv 
gree members of the Supreme Grand Lodge of North 
America, Honorary Members of the Grand Shrine of

power of the Magister of the Temple R. C. at Cal- 
cutta. This Supreme High Council of the Universe
